3 killed, 14 injured 
in Petah Tikva blast

PETAH TIKVA. — Two women and 
a baby were killed yesterday mor- 
ning when an explosive charge 
hidden In a bus stop roof exploded In 
this 100 -year-old town. Fourteen 
others were injured by the blast, for 
which the PLO spokesman In Beirut 
claimed responsibility. Six people 
were still hospitalised last night, one 
in serious condition. 

Police rounded up some 00 Arabs 
for questioning, but by late last night 
most had been released. Police held 
20 for questioning today. 

Fifteen people were waitingfor the 
bus on Stamper Street when the 
charge went off at 10.20 a.m. Two of 
the women were holding babies In 
their arms as they waited tor the 
bus. 

Asi Amal, of the Arab village 
Bara, held her 4-month old son. 

Wounded in her face' and .legs, 
Amal told The Jerusalem Post from 
her bed in Beilinson Hospital: “I 
heard a great explosion and felt my 
body bleed. I thought of nothing but 
my baby, who was covered in blood. 
X burst into tears, I hugged Mm and 
Immediately _wA* put on - an am- 
bulance which bvoujAit tq the 
hospital.' ' \ . 

"Only here I was told my baby was 
safe and sound but for a few 
scratches," Amal said in tears. 

But Antal's friend, who was stan- 
ding at the station with her 1%-year- 
old daughter, was. not so fortunate. 
Sol AbU'Drum, also fromthe village 
of Bara and her daughter. were killed 
in the explosion. 

Sara ESchenbaum, 52, of Moshav 
Masor was also killed. 

Private ambulance driver Sami 


Dinar, who was less than a km. away 
from the site, arrived within 10 
minutes, according to pastjershy. 

The driver told The Post that from 
the moment he heard the explosion: 
a *I understood Immediately that a 
disaster had occurred and went by 
the smoke to the bus stop. 

“I saw people lying on the ground 
and started to get those in the worst 
condition onto the ambulance. I put 
eight persons and two babies, one of 
whom looked in hopeless condition to 
me into the ambulance, and took 
them to twifnsnn Hospital. I arrived 
there in less than three minutes,*' 

- gaid Dinar. 

Police vans and taxis, which arriv- 
ed within a few minutes, took the 
rest of the injured to Hasher on 
Hospital. But moving them was 
hindered by a large crowd which - 
arrived there after people heard the 
explosion, eyewitnesses said. 

In their initial investigation, Petah 
Tikva police found the explosive had 
been placed between the asbestos 
roof of the bus stop and the metal 
pillars supporting it 
The deputy commander of the sub- 
district Sgan-nitzav Shimon Savir, 
fold The Post that this method of 
explosives is not common.

Ashdod, was also inserted between 
the roof and the metal supporting It 
The atmosphere in Petah Tikva 
yesterday afternoon was stormy, as 
some men sought to vent anger on a 
tew Arabs working In the town. But 
town residents intervened saying: 
"Don't cause mutual hatred between 
the Jews and Arabs living here. 
That’s exactly what the murderers 
want.."

Welxman and AH are also expected 
to discuss the agreement reached in 
principle between Israel and Egypt 
that the two countries would effect 
the Sinai redeployment without the 
UN, If the Soviets impose a veto on a 
change In the status of the current 
peace-keeping force. According to 
the Camp David agreement, the UN 
was ' supposed to 'conduct periodic 
checks on the Implementation of the 
agreement and its provision*. 

They were also to redeploy as a 
buffer on the Ras Muhammed-El- 
Arlsh line after the interim 
withdrawal in eight months’- time, 
and eventually redeploy after three 
years to the international boundary. 

When it became apparent that the 
Soviets planned to block UN par- 
ticipation in the peace agreement, 
Israel and Egypt agreed in principle 
to a bilateral arrangement, perhaps 
using the good offices of the U.S., but 
not necessarily so. It is this agree- 
ment that will be further reviewed 
by Weizman and AH tomorrow.

•LONDON. — Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher's reception for 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday was wa r m and cordial. 
'But Begin said he and some of the 
-British leaders "agreed to differ” on 
Israel's settlement^plicy in the West 
-5aiik.a:i Gaza '' 

"We had a very good talk in a very 
friendly atmosphere,” Begin said 
after the luncheon meeting, which 
was also attended by Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington. 

"But on one Issue a difference of 
opinion with Lord Carrington 
became clear," Begin said. The 
premier said he gave his hosts a 
copy of the Israel Supreme Court 
decision tb”* said the settlements 
were not OlegaL 

"If that does not convince the 
British, we shall have to agree to 
differ," Begin said. 

He said he was "surprised" that 
Egypt had announced that the 
borders between Israel and Egypt 
would not open on Sunday when he 
meets with President Anwar Sadat, 
and promised he would take up the 
issue with Sadat when they meet. 

At the end of the premier's second 
day in England, Israeli officials ac- 
companying Begin said that the new 
Tory government "is no better and 
no worse" than the previous Labour 
administration. 

Begin apparently is making no ef- 
fort to modify his positions for 
British ears. He has been presenting 
Israeli policy a a be sees it, end while 
he may not be converting 'many op- 
ponents, he is leaving no doubt as to 


hi* thinking on the issues. 

The Jewish community has given 
him a royal welcome, with the chief 
rabbi nailing him “the custodian of 
our national destiny.” 

Begin is due to meet U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance to- 
day. He told Jewish leaders here he 
would ask Vance to raise the issu^of 
Soviet - Jewry when top ILS. officials 
meet with Soviet leaders tor the 
SALT summit in Vienna in June. 

Israel navy to sail 
canal on weekend 

SUEZ CITY (UPI). — Three Israeli 
naval units will sail through the Suez 
Canal next weekend, shipping 
sources said yesterday. 

"They said the Ashdod, the Askelon 
and the Achzlv will arrive at Suez 
early Saturday from the Red Sea and 
proceed north to Port Said and the 
Mediterranean on the same day or 
Sunday. 

They will be the first Israeli naval 
ships to go through the canal in ac- 
cordance with the. peace treaty sign- 
ed on March 28. 

The 4.500-ton Israeli cargo ship 
Ashdod. owned by the ZJm Company, 
transited the waterway on April 80. 
It was also the first sMp Dying the 
Israeli flag to make the trip since the 
1948 founding of the Jewish state. . 

The sources said the Asstut Ship- 
ping Agency at Suez informed the 
Suez Canal Authority about the 
planned passage of the three naval 
units. 
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Bert Lance indicted on bank charge 




WASHINGTON (UPI). — Bert 
Lance, the country banker who was 
President Jimmy Carter’s budget 
director before past financial 
dealings came back to haunt him, 
was indicted by a federal grand Jury 
yesterday on bank irregularity 
charges. 

The U.S. Justice Department an- 
nounced the indictment by a grand 
Jury in Atlanta, which had been in- 
vestigating the case since January 
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- 24, 1978. Lance, 47. was indicted on 22 
counts of conspiring to commit bank- 
ing violations, including defrauding 
the'govemment. 

Lance and three other persons 
were named In the indictment. The 
indictment charged that they con- 
spired to defraud the government by 
influencing 41 banks to make 820m. 
In loans to themselves. 

A separate grand Jury In Atlanta la 
.investigating loans of nearly 817m. 
made to Carter’s peanut companies 
by the Northwest Georgia Bank. One 
of the others indicted was formerly 
president of the bank. 

Once described by Carter a a "one 
of the closest friends I have In the 
world," Lonoe .could face five years 
in jail and a 210.000 fine If convicted.

Four held in counties largest opium haul

police drug operation in which 68 
kilos of pure opium worth as es- 
timated ILSOm. were recovered.

No accelerated 
normalization, 

Dayan told 


Begin, British 'agree 
to differ’ on settlements

Egypt does not intend to speed up' 
the process of normalization with 
Israel, Foreign Minister Mosbe 
Dayan was told yesterday at a 
meeting in El-Arish with Egypt's 
Minister of State tor Foreign Affairs, 
Butros Ghali. 

Dayan went to meet Ghali, accor- 
ding to his aides, to establish 

authoritatively, before Israel finally 
pulls out of El-Arlsh tomorrow, 
whether there would be an open 
border there, as Premier Menahem 
Begin announced after his meeting 
with President Anwar Sadat In Cairo 
In March. 

But, though Ghali spoke 
categorically of his intention, be con- 
ceded that this could still change 
following the Begin-Sadat meeting In 
El-Arlsh and Beersheba this Sunday. 

In some Jerusalem circles yester- 
day there was sharp criticism of 
Dayan for having Initiated the 
meeting with Ghali, and thereby 
fostering the Impression that Israel - 
waa pressing for accelerated nor- 
malization. These circles main- 
tained that any acceleration would 
serve the interests of both sides and 
Israel must not be seen to assume 
the role of requesting It. They also 
contended that Ghali has shown 
himself during the peace process to 
be 'less than authoritative and is 
sometimes not au eourant with 
Sadat's latest thinking. 

But GhaU announced yesterday 
that there would be no open borders 
— not even for the inhabitants of El- 
Arish — until 8 months from now, the 
time specified in the peace treaty 
package for the beginning of nor- 
malization. 

Dayan was more circumspect. He 
told newsmen that the meeting with 
GhaU yesterday had indeed proceed- 
ed on the assumption that the 
borders would remain closed for the 
next 8 months. 

"But all this is if there Is no Change 
In the timetable of the- normaliza- 
tion, as Premier Begin wants, as in- . 
deed we all want, and as Begin says 
President Sadat promised. 

"If it becomes clear that Begin 
and Sadat reached agreement (on an 
early border opening), then we'U 
have to make different 
arrangme'enta; for border- posts, 
visas, and other matters..." 

GhaU denied that there had been a 
change in Egypt's position on the 
pace of normalization, since the 
Badat-Begln meeting In Cairo. 
"President Sadat was talking about 
general principles. We are talking 
about the application of these prin- 
ciples,” he explained to newsmen 
after the 90-minute meeting with 
Dayan. 

Asked what, then, "open borders" 
meant, (in Be gin's announcement 
after the Cairo summit), GhaU spoke 
■of "the value of ti» ay Abo! : She 
leaders can see each other, have con- 
tacts. But the application will take 
time." 

Israeli sources said Dayan did not 
question GhaU directly as to what, in 
the Egyptian view, transpired 
between Begin and Sadat in Cairo. 
But Ghali had volunteered that he 


would be happy if Sadat did indeed 
decide with Begin this Sunday to go 
ahead with a declaration of open 
borders. At any rate, Ghali had said, 
he was certainly not authorized to 
agree to any acceleration in the pace 
determined by the peace treaty. 

Dayan said the perpetuation of 
closed borders at El-Arlsb for the 
coming eight months would mean: 

• that IaraeU fishermen would have 
to stop fishing in Egyptian territorial 
waters in the Bardawii Lagoon; 

• that, similarly, Egyptian fishing 
boats would not be able to enter the 
territorial waters of the Gaza Strip. 

as they have been doing until now; 

• that the workers from El-Arlsh 
who have been employed in the 
R&fah settlements or in Israel 
proper will not be able to continue at 
their jobs; 

• that farmers In El-Arlsh who 
cultivate land that Is situated on the 
Israeli side of the line will be unable 
to cultivate it; and 

The only exception to the closed 
border situation will be the laundry 
of Neot Sinai. As agreed during 
Premier Menahem Be gin's visit to 
Cairo, the settlers will be able to con- 
tinue operating their laundry. They 
will be Issued with special passes, 
which will enable them to freely 
enter and leave the laundry area 
(which will be nominally Egyptian 
territory). 

There will be an Egyptian 
checkpoint through which the 
settlers will be required to pass, and 
through which the truckloads of 
laundry — almost all of it from army 
units In Sinai — will also enter and 
exit. 

High Israeli sources said last night 
they still believed Sadat and Begin 
would “declare open borders," as 
the prime minister has repeatedly 
pledged, but that the “open borders" 
would be strictly limited in terms of 
who will be permitted to cross them. 

Some Israeli sources feel that 
pressures may well build up within 
El-Arish upon the Egyptian 
authorities there to permit at least 
some measure of traffic with Israel. 

For instance, these sources said, 
there were still many El-Arlshis who 
held considerable sums in Israeli 
currency and had not managed to 
change them. No currency-transfer 
has yet been made between the 
Israeli and Egyptian officials — and 
thus these currency-holders will be 
pressing the authorities to enable 
them to unload their Israeli liras. 

Israel and Egyptian civilian of- 
ficials are expected to meet fairly 
regularly — even if the borders re- 
main closed — to discuss 
problematic Issues, and also to coor- 
dinate preparations for the eventual 
start of toll normalization in eight 
months' time. 

One problem that is likely to come 
up long before the eight-month 
dtcill'^* l i IL.it C_ r -. r/ii'I.its 
studying in Egypt. In the past, they 
have been allowed to cross the lines 
in Sinai, and thus travel directly 
from their homes to their colleges or 
vice-versa. 

Possibly, though, Israel may not 
make this arrangement conditional 
upon some reciprocal benefit. 


Egyptians hold up on autonomy position 


The Egyptian delegation to the 
autonomy talks, headed by Premier 
Mustapha Khalil, will not now 
forward Cairo’s position document 
which is diametrically opposed to 
Israel’s autonomy plan. The decision 
was taken yesterday when Egypt's 
approach to the negotiations waa 
reviewed at a 8%-hour meeting 
between President Anwar Sadat, his 
deputy, Vice-President Husni 
Mubarak, and Khalil. 

The Egyptian delegates were 
earlier reported to be coming with 
"working papers” proposing an 
agenda tor the autonomy talks, the 
formation of tripartite committees 
to handle various aspects of the pro- 
jected autonomy, and proposals for 
the "promotion of a suitable 
climate" for the negotiations. These 
proposals were said to include re-

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Police uncover major 
theft and fencing racket

TEL AVIV. — A 17-man gang, 
believed to have stolen and traded 
ILSOm. worth of property, has been 
exposed by the Bolon police. 

A Tel Aviv police official told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that the 
gang has broken Into large 
businesses and plants throughout the 
country during the last two years. 
“For their purposes, they are 
amazingly well -organized and have 
used stolen vehicles including 
trucks," he said. 

During the past week police have 
arrested 17 men, who are suspected 
of robberies, stealing cars, and sell- 
ing stolen property. 

Charges were filed against four 
gang members yesterday In Tel Aviv 
District Coart. They are Sa’adia 
Matok, 24, Moshe Zeira, 26, Balm 
Basil, 19, and Meir Amsalem, 27, all 
from Holon. 

A police officer told The Post 
yesterday that the first clue turned 
up two months ago, when police 
chased a stolen car through the 
streets of Tel Aviv, finally arresting 
the 17-year-old driver with over 
ILfi 0,000 worth of stolen property. 

The youth was taken to Jaffa’s 


youth -department for interrogation, 
and confessed to 40 burglaries from 
plants and flats in the area of Jaffa 
and Holon. He also admitted to steal- 
ing cars which he said he then had 
delivered to others. 

Despite the boy's refusal to give 
names, the police connected -the 
burglaries to other cases of breaking 
and entering in Jaffa and Holon. 

A special Investigation unit headed 
by Holon Inspector Bill Dadon track- 
ed down cither gang's members last 

The police learned that the gang 
broke into a number of large plants, 
including the T&dlran, Zitur and Ox- 
idon plants, as well as into Sbekem 
stores and Large storage houses. 

Last week nine persons suspected 
of buying stolen property were 
detained for questioning in the 
magistrate's court. The nine are 
owners of plants and junk metal 
shops in Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, Holon, 
Petah Tlkva and Jaffa. 

The Post has also learned that In 
the next few days the police will 
arrest more persons suspected of In- 
volvement In what the police call 
"one of the largest, best-organized 
burglary and stolen property traf- 
ficking gangs in Israel." 


Burg, Sharon, Nissim confer 
on speech to open talks

Interior Minister Yosef Burg, 
chairman of Israel's team to the 
autonomy talks which are to open 
tomorrow, yesterday reviewed the 
main points of his opening speech 
with two other members of the 
negotiating team, Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon and Minister 
without Portfolio Moshe Nissim. 

The other three team members. 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan, 
Defence Minister Ezer Welzman and 
Justice Minister Shmuel Tamir, did 
not attend the preparatory meeting 
because they were meeting with 
Egypt's Dr. B utros Gh&li in El- 
Ariw'h- 

Rurg's speech will open 
'tomorrow’s brief proceedings, and In 
it be proposes to blend 'peace 
rhetoric' with carefully articulated 
references to Israel’s basic positions 
regarding the autonomy. 

Nissim suggested yesterday that 
Burg stress in his remarks the 
economic progress that had been 
achieved in the West Bank and Gaza 
over the 12 years of Israeli rule — and 
the prospects for further and more 
widespread economic cooperation 
between these areas and Israel 
proper once the autonomy is set up. 

Burg will meet la Jerusalem 
tomorrow morning with V.I, 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, who 
is doe here first tlSag tomorrow 
from Cairo. (Vance will be discuss- 
ing the autonomy with Premier 
Mbnahem Begin in London today, 
before flying from there to Cairo.) . 

. Bfffg and. Vance will then travel 
together tb Hauerlm- airfield,’ - a - 
jellijjpury field nqar. Beersheba, 
where Egypt’s negotiating team, ted ; 
by Prime Minister Mustapha Khalil, 
will arrive at 1.80 p.m. 

After an arrival ceremony, the 
three negotiating teams will motor 
to Beersheba University. The formal 
opening aeaalon is expected to last 40 
minutes, after which there will 
probably be another half-hour's dis- 
cussion — without the press present 
— on the venue and timetable of 
future -meetings. 

The negotiators will then drive 
back to Hatzerlm, where the Egyp- 
tians will board their plane for Cairo, 
and Burg and Vance, with their 
teams, will board helicopters back to 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv. 

Vance will spend the night at U.S. 
Ambassador Samuel Lewis' home In 
Herzliya and fly back to Cairo on 
Saturday morning. 

The welcoming ceremony for 
Khalil will Include a military guard 
of honour and the playing of the two 
national anthems, as is customary 
for the arrival of a prime minister. 

Israeli officials explained yester- 
day that although Khalil is coming in 
his capacity as chairman of his coun- 
try's negotiating team rather than as 
prime minister (and for that reason 
will not be met at the airport by 
Israel's acting prime minister, 
Ylgael Yadin), nevertheless the 
government had decided to lay on 
the full-fledged welcome ceremony 
as a gesture of respect. 

But Begln’s chief aide, Eliahu Ben- 
Ellssar, made it clear to Egyptian 
officials during a brief visit to Cairo 
on Tuesday that the subsequent fre- 
quent landings by Khalil at 
Beersheba for sessions of the talks 
would not be accompanied by the 
formal fanfare, but would be seen as 
working visits for the purposes of 
negotiation. 


Ben-Ellssar, together with Be gin’s 
military aide, Tat-Aluf Ephraim 
Poran, the Foreign Minister Head of 
Protocol Rehov&m Amir, and the 
director of the government press of- 
fice Ze’ev Hefetz, spent several 
hours in Cairo on Tuesday coor- 
dinating with presidential officials 
there both Friday's proceeding and 
the arrangements for Be gin’s sum- 
mit with President Anwar Sadat at 
Ei-Arish and Beersheba on Sunday. 

According to Israeli sources, there 
were raised eyebrows In Cairo at 
first when the Egyptians learned 
that Burg, and not the premier or ac- 
ting premier, would be welcoming 
Khalil . But the Israeli officials ex- 
plained Burg’s Ugh standing in the 
national hierarchy,' and elaborated 
on their protocular considerations — 
and the Egyptians were quickly 
reassured. 

The -man doing the arranging — 
and the deciding, wjben necessary — 
on the Egyptian aide Is Sadat's Chief 
of Bureau Hassan Kamel. He and 
Ben-Ellssar held an initial meeting 
at Beersheba last week, and their 
discussions have been marked by 
warmth, and cordiality. (The same 
three men — Kamel, Ben-Ellssar 
and Poran — were responsible for all 
the arrangements for President 
Sadat's visit to Jerusalem in 
November 1977.) 

According to an informed source, 
the IAF originally proposed to lay on 
a single-seater helicopter in order to 
fly Burg from Hatzeriy i back to 
Jerusalem in time for Shabbat. But 
Nissim, who. is also religious , said 
that in that case he could not come 
and would stay at :.Aqwr*r 
whereupon Burg quickly arranged 
for' large air force. MUcopters to.be 
on hand so that the six negotiators 
and their aides can dll — if they wish 
— be at home before ShabbaL 


Yadin wins apology 
from ‘Haolam Hazeh’ 


TEL AVIV (Ittm). — Deputy Prime 
Minister Ytgael Yadin has 
withdrawn a ILfim. libel suit against 
the "Haolam Haseh" magazine, 
after its editors apologized about ar- 
ticles that charged Yadin was un- 
scientific in his work and took 
valuable artifacts from one of his 
digs. 

Yadin had filed Ms suit after the 
articles appeared in 1977 on the eve 
of the national elections. The articles 
were written by Ylgal Laviv, who 
said that Yadin had taken a rare coin 
and a jewelled sword from a dig, and 
had failed to publish scientific 
reports on his archaeological work. 

But in the District Court here oh 
Tuesday, the magazine admitted it 
was wrong on all three counts and 
publicly apologized. 


‘Wild* boson gets fine, 
suspended jail term

Hebron bombings 
hit civilian offices

Three bombs went off in three 
different places in Hebron early 
yesterday morning causing con- 
siderable property damage but no 
Injuries, (hie bomb went off outside 
the office of an organization headed 
by one of the few West Bank leaders 
who welcomed the Camp David ac- 
cords. 

The blasts occurred at about 3 
ami. outside the local branches of 
the.Ucenslng office, the employment 
office and the Union of Local 
Authorities. Security forces arrived 
minutes after the explosions. 

The Union of Local Authorities Is 
headed by Mustafa Dudeen, a 
former Jordanian minister of the in- 
terior, who - was almost unique 
among West Bank leaders in 
welcoming last September's Camp 
David peace agreements. 

A bomb was planted outside his of- 
fice late last September but failed to 
explode. Dudeen has faced con- 
siderable resentment in the West 
Bank because of his close coopera- 
tion with the Israeli administration 
in local affairs. 

The choice of Dudeen 's office and 
the other two sites — part of Israel’s 
civil administration in the West 
Bank — appeared to be an attempt to 
draw attention to PLO opposition to* 
the autonomy scheme. 


IAF ready to buy 
12 Arava planes

If anyone would 
have told him two years ago that 
Israel's largest and most powerful 
enemy would extend Its hand In true 
peace,, he would have said "No" as 
well. Things have changed radically 
and the settlers have to accept the 
change, he said. 

He said that while he believed the 
pain and suffering which was ap- 
parent in the battle being fought by 
the moshavnlks of the area, he warn- 
ed that they were being used as 
pawns by "interested parties" who 
were taking advantage of their - 
plight for political self-interest and 
cheap publicity. He asked the 
settlers to beware of being used by 
people who, unlike them, have little 
at stake.

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek's 
plan to ' bund a large stadium and 
sports complex fo Sbuafat came un- 
der by religious Jews again 

yesterday as a record throng of 
protesters — estimated at tens of 
thousands by police — demonstrated 
against the“plan fo the Geula quarter 
before marching en masse along 
Hanevtlm Street to Davidka Square. 

Opposition to the stadium scheme 
la based on the fact that sports com- 
petitions ore generally played on. 
Saturday. By encouraging wider 
attendance through construction of a 
new stadium, opponents say. 
widespread desecration of the Sab- 
bath will be a certainty. ' 

Earlier in the day. the Chl^f. Rab- 
binate Council called on the mayor to 
cancel the stadium project “because 
It would imbue Jerusalem with 
Hellenistic culture, a spirit which 
our forefathers fought against 
throughout history." 


Police began closing off all ap- 
proaches to Geula at 5 p.m., when It 
became apparent that the 
demonstration — in "Sabbath 
Square” — would be one of the 
largest ever held in the capital. This 
time the thousands of black-frocked 
ultra-Orthodox, familiar con- 
stituents of antl-Kollek 
demonstrations, were joined by 
masses of modern religious 
.Jerusalemites who oppose construc- 
tion of the stadium. 

"I have nothing against football," 
a young man In a knitted klppa said 
as he held on to his wife’s arm. "But 
this project, if It becomes a reality, 
would offend the sanctity of this city 
by Inviting mass Sabbath deaecra- 
tion. As It is, the Sabbath is not being 
observed in Jerusalem as it should 
be." 

As traffic snarls grew worse 
throughout the downtown area, the 
people jamming the square were 
urged by a sobbing rabbi at the 
microphone to join him in a prayer 


that "Teddy Kbllek!* vile conspiracy 
shall fall, and that Jerusalem may 
continue as the eternal spiritual 
capital of the Jewish people.” 

Signs held aloft read: “A billion 
pounds for a sports complex but not 
an agora for decent bousing!" and 
"Kollek: Take your stadium to 
Mount Olympus, where Greek 
culture is welcome!" and 
"Jerusalem Is sacred to all religions, 
so don't defile it with the stadium!" 

One of the' most impassioned 
appeals .cam* from Rabbi. 
Avraham Yitzhak Kahn, dean of the 
fiercely anti-Zkmlst Yeshlvat Toldot 
Aharon, founded by the late Rabbi 
Aaron Rath. Referring to the 
Talmud and Midrash, Rabbi Kahn 
said : "The deep trouble in which we 
find ourselves today is the direct 
result of political Zionism. This 
movement has ensnared too many 
Jews and now seeks to prison the 
minds of our boys and girls by driv- 
ing a wedge between them and the 
Torn."

Bom fo Cologne, where he became 
a leader of the Maccabl Hatzair 
Zionist youth movement, Yavor 
came to this country from Germany 
fo the mid-1980s with a group of. 

Active at Kibbutz 
Kfar Ham&ccabl, near Haifa, he 
soon rose as a leader in the kibbutz 
movement in Hever Hakvutzot and 
later Umd Hakfbbutzim. Yavor often 
went an missfons abroad on behalf of 
thev kibbutz muo ve men t-qndi thq.: 
HiStadrat <aari Was also ’-active 1*? 
AliyfeiBeth. the- illegal Immigration' 
operation under the British Man- 
date. 

In- 1956 he became Israel’s first 
diplomatic representative to West 
Africa, establishing the Israel Con- 
sulate in Accra four months before 
Ghana attained Independence. It 
was then that he had to decide to 
leave his kibbutz, which turned down 
by a narrow majority his request to 
grant him leave of absence. 

During hls seven years of 
diplomatic activity In Africa, which 
Included the posts of Israel’s- first 
ambassador to Liberia and Nigeria, 
Yavor became ■ one of the first 
Israelis to forge close personal ties 
with many African leaders. He was 
also closely involved to Israel’s fast- 
growing technical and economic

Arabs shelve vote 
against Israel at 
WHO conference 

GENEVA (UP I) . — Arab nations, 
facing certain defeat, yesterday 
shelved a resolution demanding the 
suspension of Israel's voting rights 
in the World -Health Organization. 

Western countries agreed to a 
face-saving proposal that the entire 
issue be put off until next year. 

Arab states, with Communist sup- 
port, presented a resolution at the 
current WHO annual assembly coll- 
ing for the suspension of Israeli 
voting rights because of that coun- 
try’s alleged violation of human 
rights in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

The U.S. reacted sharply, warning 
that it would take prompt action in- 
cluding possible 'withdrawal from 
WHO if the resolution was adopted. 

In a counter-move. Western coun- 
tries forced a secret ballot on a 
proposal that the resolution against 
Israel would have to be adopted by a 
two-thirds majority. The two-thirds 
proposal was overwhelmingly ap- 
proved, which meant that any vote 
on the Arab resolution would be all 
but automatically defeated.

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Canada votes Clark in, Trudeau out 


OTTAWA (Reuter). — The 
Progressive Conservative Party, 
headed by political novice Joe Clark., 
won the Canadian genera! election 
on Tuesday night, but will be about 
five seats short of an absolute ma- 
jority In the 282-seat House of Com- 
mons. 

Clark '8 victory left the Conser- 
vatives poised to end the ll-year rule 
of Liberal Premier Pierre Trudeau, 
the West's longest-serving leader. 

With all but a few seats to be 
declared, the Conservatives had or 
were leading in 137 seats, the 
Liberals had 113, the socialist New 
Democratic Party 28 and the 
Quebec-based Social Credit Party 
six. Clark, now set to form the first 
Conservative government in Canada 
in 16 years, would need tacit support 
from the left-leaning New 
Democrats or the Social Credit Par- 


ty to rule effectively. 

His government would be im- 
mediately faced with the thorniest 
problem in Canadian affairs — how 
to keep the 112-year-old confedera- 
tion together in the face of Quebec's 
demands to break away. 

His problems would be com- 
pounded, because his party won only 
two seats in Quebec, the French 
stronghold which votes liberal in 
national politics and secessionist In 
provincial elections. 

A Clark government almost devoid 
of French Canadians would lend 
strength to Quebec secessionist 
leader Rene Levesque's contention 
that Canada is indeed two countries. 

Trudeau's position was 
dramatically eroded as iz of hla 32 
cabinet ministers — all from 
English-speaking — were 

defeated in the elections. All the 


defeats were credited to public 
weariness with Trudeau's 
sometimes autocratic rule. 

Early in his career, Trudeau gain- 
ed a reputation for toughness. In 1870, 
he invoked the War Measures Act, a 
form of martial law, when the 
separatist Front De Liberation Du 
Quebec kidnapped Quebec Labour 
Minister Pierre La porte and British 
diplomat James Cross. Laporte was 
killed, but Cross was later released. 

Trudeau tried far a b ilin gua l but 
tight federation, and insisted on a 
firm economic policy. He also in- 
itiated internal government reforms 
which concentrated power in the 
prime minister’s office at the ex- 
pense of parliament- 

in his election campaign, Clark 
promised to move the Canadian em- 
bassy in Israel from Ted Aviv to 

Jerusalem. (See story on page 8.) 


France stops aid to Bangui 


BANGUI. Central African Empire 
(Reuter). — France is suspending 
military aid to this country until 
results of an inquiry into an alleged 
massacre of children are known. The 
French Cooperation Ministry made 
the announcement yesterday In 
Paris. 


France has a mutual defence trea- 
ty with the Central African Empire, 
which occupies a strategically im- 
portant position' bordering Zaire and 
Chad. 


French aid accounts for about half 
the entire national budget of the 


country, one of the world’s poorest, 
whose economy Is close to collapse. 

Meanwhile, in an Interview with 
the French newspaper “Le Matin," 
Emperor Bokassa's exiled oldest 
son, George, said a popular revolt 
could topple his father. "He is finish- 
ed. The atmosphere has changed 
over the last six months. Before, peo- 
ple were terrorized. Now they speak 
out and demonstrate,” he said. 

The 29-year-old prince also said 
France could end his father's reign 
any day. "If the French government 
dropped him, it would be over for 
him,” he said. 


Thatcher government appoints UN delegate 


LONDON (Reuter). — Britain's new 
Conservative government named Sir 
Anthony Parsons as its permanent 
representative to the UN yesterday. 


Sir Anthony, 55, will succeed Ivor 
Richard, a political appointee of the 


former Labour government who 
resigned this month. 

A specialist on the Middle East, Sir 
Anthony was ambassador to Iran for 
five years until returning to the 
Foreign Office last January as a 
deputy to the head of the office. 


Guerrillas slay 
Salvador minister 


SAN SALVADOR (UPI). — Leftist 
guerrillas assassinated El 
Salvador's Minister of Education. 
Carlos Antonio Herrera-Rebolla, and 
Ms chauffeur yesterday, police said. 

The assassination came within 
hours of 14 students being shot to, 
death by police near the occupied 
Venezuelan embassy. 

The Popular Liberation front, one 
of three leftist guerrilla groups in the 
Central American country, claimed 
responsibility for the assassination 
in a communique to the local press. 

Although a member of the govern- 
ment, Herrera was a member of the 
centrist opposition Christian 
Democratic Party and twice Mayor 
of San Salvador. 

Earlier police fired on a group of 
students delivering food to 
revolutionaries who are. occupying 
the Venezuelan embassy , killing at 
least 14, the government reported on 
Tuesday.

Former Nazi elected 


W. German president 


BONN. — The opposition Christian 
Democrats regained the West Ger- 
man presidency yesterday with the 
election of Carl Carstens, whose can- 
didacy had been criticized because 
of his Nazi past. 

The pre-election manoeuvring 
revealed Carstens had joined the 
Nazi party when he was a 23-year-old 
law student. 

He left the organization two years 
later but joined again in 1940. 
Carstens claims he joined the party 
only because It guaranteed him the 
opportunity to practice law. 

After the German collapse, an 
Allied review court cleared him of 
any involvement in Nazi crimes. 

Demonstrators opposed to die ap- 
pointment paraded through the 
streets in Nazi 88 uniforms with 
black riding breeches and Jackboots. 


Some of the 1,200 protesters, main- 
ly young people, carried a banner 
reading "no to Carstens. No to any 
rehabilitation of Nazis.” They were 
ordered by police to remove the Nazi 
uniforms, which are Illegal. 

Carstens. who entered parliament 
only seven years ago after pending 
most of his career as a civil servant, 
won the presidency with 528 votes, 
an absolute majority in the 1,036-seat 
assembly. 

His opponent, Annemsrle Renger 
of the ruling Social Democratic Par- 
ty. received 431 votes. The B5 
Liberals and a handful of other elec- 
.tors abstained. 

The president has no constitutional 
political power, but the job carries 
influence and Is sometimes a pointer 
to political change. (AP, UPI, 
Reuter) 


Menten’s arrest sought pending retrial 


THE HAGUE (Reuter). — A public 
prosecutor has asked for the arrest 
of multi-millionaire Pieter Menten, 
who was ordered by the Dutch 
Supreme Court to face a second trial 
on war crimes chargee, a Justice 
Ministry spokesman said yesterday. 

The application was made by the 
chief public prosecutor in Rotter- 
dam, where the new trial will take 
place. A date has not yet been fixed, 
but the trial is expected to last for 
several months. 

Menten Is accused of taring part in 
the machine-gunning of people in the 
Polish village of Podhorodce in 1941, 
when he worked for the Nazi 88 as an 
interpreter. 

In December, 1977, an Amsterdam 


court found Mm guilty of helping to 
shoot between 20 and 80 Poles, most- 
ly Jews, and jailed him for 15 years. 

Last December, however, a court 
in The Hague ordered his release 
because it said he had been promised 
immunity from further prosecution 
by the Dutch Justice Ministry* 
around 1902. , 

The Supreme Court quashed this 
verdict on Tuesday and ordered a 
retrial. 

The spokesman said the Rotter- 
dam Court would probably decide 
next week on the prosecutor's re- 
quest for Menton's arrest. 

In the meantime, Menten's 
paapport has been impounded by the 
government. ..j’/ .

KAMPALA (Reuter). — Ugandan 
authorities will begin exhuming 
bodies this week at a site where the 
remains of BrlUsh-Iaraell citizen 
Dora Bloch ore believed buried.

Sending them back to Cambodia 
has brought criticism from the U.8.

HAVANA (Reuter) . — Iraq will seek 
the suspension of Egypt from the 86- 
natlon Non-Aligned Third World 
Bloc because of its peace treaty with 
Israel, visiting Iraqi Vice-President 
Taha Mohied din Ma-rouX said on 
Tuesday, according to Cuban news 
agencies.

— The 2,500- 
man Pan-African . peace-keeping 
force based' in Shaba province since 
a rebel invasion there last year will 
start pulling out from July 1, the 
local Zairean press reported yester- 
day. 

The withdrawal, phased over a 
three-month period, was announced 
by President Mobutu Sese Seko on 
Tuesday in Kigali, Rwanda, where 
he has .been attending the Franc o- 
Afrlcan conference, the newspapers 
said. 

According to western diplomatic 
sources, the French and Belgians 
have been training Zaireans to 
replace the Pan-African troops but 
the programme Is behind schedule, 
mainly for logistical reasons.

for alleged Israel ties 


TEHERAN. — The Iran state radio 
said on Tuesday that Lt. .-Gen. 
(fanuchehr Vajdl, a former military 
attache in Washington and a senior 
official of army counter-intelligence, 
had received a 15-year prison term 
and Lt.-Gen. Reza Parvaresh, a 
former department head of Savak, 
the secret police, a 12-year term. 

They were charged with sup- 
pressing nationalist activities by 
anti-shah militants. Vajdi was also 
accused of collaboration with 
Israeli, West German and British in- 
telligence. 

Meanwhile, the controversial chief 
of Iran's central revolutionary court 
resigned and three more men died 
before firing squads as talks on giv- 
ing Iran an Islamic constitution were 
reported in a crucial stage- 

Political sources said the talks In 
Qom, Khomeini's religious head- 
quarters, were the most Important 
since the revolution. No details have 
been released officially. 

The talks came amid a rising wave 
of anti- American protest sparked by 
U.S. Senate condemnation of ex- 
ecutions in Iran.- Demonstrations 
took place in provincial centres 
again yesterday. Huge marches 
were planned for today and 
tomorrow in Therna and other cities. 

Sheikh Sadegh Kbalkhali. self- 
proclaimed chief of Iran's main 
revolutionary court, who said on 
Monday he hod himself ordered 
many of the executions so far, 
resigned a day after challenging a 
statement by Foreign Minister 
EbraMm Yazdi that never 

in fact held any post in revolutionary 
courts. 

Khalkhali, who said recently 
anyone was welcome to execute the 


shah as he had been condemned by a 
revolutionary court, defended all the 
executions so far carried out. 
(Estimates range from ns to 332.) 

Prime Minister Mehdi Baxarguj 
said yesterday he favoured a genera) 
amnesty in Iron which would enable 
the government to deal with pressing 
issues, such as reviving the 
economy, instead of occupying itself 
with problems arising out of political 
arrests, according to the official 
radio. 

French lawyer Serge KlarsfsM, a 
prominent campaigner again ant). 
Sem ilium, was In Teheran yesterday 
to protest against the execution of a 
Jewish businessman found guUty.w 
supporting Israel. 

Klartfeld said that "contact with 
Israel and Zionism is not a crime 
anywhere in the world.” 

The prosecution of Habib Elgha- 
nian, executed on May 9. opened 
Iran's revolutionary authorities to 
charges of anti-Semitism, said 
Klarsfeld. who Is a member of tbs 
Central Committee of the Inter- 
national League against Racism and 
Anti-Semitism.

LONDON (AP). — U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance woundup Ms first 
series of talks with Britain’s new 
Conservative government yesterday 
at pains to avoid the Impression that 
the U.S. and Britain have fallen out 
over the new British Initiative on 
Rhodesia. 

Emerging with Foreign Secretary 
Lord Carrington from the Foreign 
Office, Vance declared that the U.S. 
must also recognize that a “new 
reality" exists in the war-torn, 
breakaway British colony following 
the mid-April election of its first 
black-dominated government 

But Vance, and officials accom- 
panying Mm, made it clear the U.S. 
has no plana to join Britain in sen- 
ding an envoy to Salisbury, and that 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter will 
make an independent determination 
on the validity of Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa's new government. 
Pressed by reporters, Vance said 
he agreed with the British decision to 
send an envoy to Salisbury. 


The U.S. -Senate has urged the

Carrington, who saw Vance after

CHICAGO (Reuter). — In a throw- 
back to the anti-Vietnam war 
demonstrations of the 1960's, more 
than 1,000 people staged a protest 
against World Bank President 
Robert McNamara receiving an 
award for promoting international 
understanding. 

Scuffles broke out Tuesday night 
when police tried .to disperse the 
protesters In the biggest demonstra- 
tion at the University of Chicago for 
a decade. About a dozen arrests 
were made. 

-The demonstrators chanted “We 
won’t forget" and protested that 
McNamara was not a worthy 
recipient because of Ms role in the 


Vietnam war as secretary of defence 
In the John Kennedy and Lyndqp 
Johnson administrations. 

"The last person who should 
receive an award for contributing to 
international understanding is 
Robert McNamara," said Vietnam 
war veteran Thomas Walker, who 
led the demonstration. 

He said the university was "In- 
credibly stupid and Insensitive" in 
choosing McNamara for the 325,000 
award in memory of the late Albert 
Pick, who headed a large hotel 
chain. Nearly one-third of the un- 
iversity faculty signed a petition dis- 
sociating themselves from toe 
award. 


U -2 flights needed, U.S. tells Soviets 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The U.S. 
has told the Soviet Union that Senate 
approval of a SALT n treaty could 
hinge on Soviet approval of U-2 
monitoring flights along its southern 
borders, U.S. officials said yester- 
day. 

The officials said U.S. Am- 
bassador Malcolm Toon began talks 
in Moscow on Tuesday with the 
Soviet government about the U-2 
flights. The Turklsh'governmeixt has 
given permission for the overflights 
of the American planes, which would 
be based on Cyprus, but only if the 
Soviets agree. 

American officials believe the 


flights are needed to replace some of 
the monitoring data which has been 
lost because two UJS. Intelligence 
monitoring stations In the northern 
part of Iran were closed. 

Meanwhile In Geneva, U.S. and 
Soviet SALT delegations met for one 
hour while experts stepped up the 
pace of work on the final text oi the 
treaty to be signed at a Vienna sum- 
mit on June 18. 


The meeting between fnll 
delegations was the 294th since the 
current SALT round began in 1972. 
The next session was scheduled for 
May 30. 


Basques plotted to 
kidnap Chaban-Delmas 


BORDEAUX (AP). — Basque 
separatists plotted to kidnap Jac- 
ques Chaban-Delmas, the number 
four man in the official French 
hierarchy, sources disclosed yester- 
day. 

Chaban-Delmas, 64, is speaker of 
the French Parliament and mayor of 
Bordeaux. He served as prime 
minister under the late President 
George Pompidou. 

The sources said militants of the 
Spanish-based Basque separatist 
movement, ETA, planned to abduct 
Chaban-Delmas two weeks ago and

How, where and when Joe Clark 

deals with the Quebec separatist 
threat remains a mystery, because 
of the almo^non-exlittent showing of 
the Progressive Conservative* in 
Quebec during the election. 

This, it might be said, adds atm 
another burden of coreern to the 
Canadian Jewish community - of 
close to 250 JXX) — particularly the 
110,000 in Quebec of whojin about 15,- 
000 are Francophone Jews, largely 
from Morocco— who mf&rt now com- 
pletely change gears, .and learn to 
work with Joe Clark, whose ex- 
perience in cfealing with Quebec (he 
is from western Canada) , as In 
foreign affairi, is extremely limited. 


QUEBEC FRANCOPHONE 
nationalism, even In Its most , ex- 
treme form, has rarely surfaced 
with any kind of anti-Semitic 
manifestations; however, the 
problem is that Canadian Jews, 
although they can hardly be describ- 
ed as forming a political bloc, have 
traditionally supported the Liberals, 
and formed a vital part of the 
English presence of Quebec. . 

As far as Joe Clark’s knowledge of, 
and experience with, Israel is, con- 
cerned, Us becoming head of the 
Canadian Government in a sense 
means- that he will he challenged to 
deliver a promise made during the 
recent-campaign to move the Cana- 
dian. embassy from Tel Aviv to 

Jerusalem. 

When he volunteered the promise, 
Clark was put on the spot, so to 
speak, because he could not explain 
how and when this would be done 
without a concerted move by the 
United States, and without tamper- 
ing with the delicate relations 
between Canada and the Arab 
states. 

But during a recent election 
debate on national, television, Joe 
Clark revealed that he is somewhat 
less than familiar with the problem 
of moving the Cmmitiim Embassy to 
Israel’s capital by stating that plans 
are still viable to transfer the em- 
bassy to “West Jerusalem” — not 
realizing, apparently, that Israel in- 


sists on the total- and united 
Jerusalem, being accepted by coun- 
tries with whom it enjoys diplomatic 
relations. 

What Clark apparently nHii fails to 
know or understand is that moving 
. the embassy to "West Jerusalem" Is 
even worse than not moving it at all. 

Another point at which the new 
* government may run Into trouble 
with the Jewish c ommuni ty is over 
the failure by Clark to commit 
himself to open Canada's doors to 
unrestricted Immigration by Jews 
facing persecution in such countries 
as Syria or Iran, saying merely he 
would ad to urge other nations to up- 
hold the human rights provisions of 
the Helsinki agreement. 

During the election campaign, 
Trudeau volunteered - unrestricted 
admission to Canada of Jews from 
Iran and other areas of oppression — 
“without reference to the usual 
selection criteria.” 

Finally, on the. Arab boycott 
question: Where the Trudeau 
Government has always fallen short 
of declaring that participation in the 
Arab boycott is Illegal, as has the 
U.S., being satisfied merely to refuse 
government assistance for firms 
trading under boycott restrictions, 
Clark has stated unequivocally: 
*'My party has been committed to 
effective anti-boycott legislation for 
over two years, along the of the 
tough law passed by the (provincial) 
Progressive Conservative Govern- 
ment in Ontario, and the U.8. legisla- 
tion passed in 1977.”

The surprise in store for Sadat 


IF ANWAR SADAT -.knew El-Arifh 
before the Israelis came in June 
1957, he may- have difficulty 
recognising the- sunbaked seaside 
Sinai! town as he makes his 
triumphal re-sentry there this 
weekend. 

The breathtaking splendour of the 
emerald surf glistening through the 
palm trees on tbe beach Is still the 
' same as It was. The simple low-slung 
houses surrounded by sandy court- 
yards are atiJlY. there. But .other 
thing s changed as a result of the 12- 
year Israeli admkristrattoa. 

The human landscape has changed 
— and quite a bit. -Naturally, a dozen 
years’ rule by another-people cannot 
change the . age-old ethnic identifica- 
tion Sinai Arabs have with Egypt. 
Yet life for the man-on-the-street 
there has become more pleasant. 

.Winding up a "last-look-at-Sinai” 
swing through the peninsula recent- 
ly, Minister of Labour and Social Af- 
fairs Israel Katz said: “We ar£ very 
proud of the work we have ddpe in 
Sinai and would likato see the people 
there continue GT achieve ‘even 
greater social bettlrmeiit - • 
"invite' my TXypHan 
parts, f.j i h oi »y and jfcppoypr Train-., _ 
tag Minister Muhammed XBmaaand 
Social Insurance tentater Am a I 
Osman, to meet witjK&e so that we 
might cooperate in tjfi^future. I am 
sure we could learn m an the Egyp- 
tians things we still jlfeze to learn.”

All these firms except Kgrthe laun- 
dry have dismantled theirfepripmenl 
and removed it, after th^&yptlans 
made it clear they do nflttwant the 
Israeli business enterprifib to con- 
tinue operating in their te fet ory. 

Even as the Israel an dS fcyptian 
joint committees met in Bagfcriah in

Today, that sleepy, negfteted 


desert town has become a thriving 
economic oasis. Having been taught 
how to work and having been given 
work, the locals now have the 
wherewithal with which to pay for 
the buying spree now underway 
before the Egyptians take over. 

“All durable goods — from brand 
new sedans to washing machines 
and refrigerators. — are being 
bought up like rolls In a bakery. If 
the standard of living here has risen, 
then it is only as a result of the ef- 
forts we have expended in Sinai.” 

THOSE efforts Include establish- 
ment of labour exchanges in El- 
Arish, Shiekh Zuweid, Kiss an and 
Kusselma, which have saved more 
than 11,000 Sinai Arabs. Dozens of 
vocational training schools for boys 
and girls have been set up. Adult 
rehabilitation centres gave sup- 
posedly “broken” men and women 
hope to live as productive in- 
dividuals. ( 

"Israel," says Katz, “will not 
devitalize Its vast programme of 
vocational training and rehabilita- 
tion 'in those sectors of Sinai where 
we shall remain for thfiThfitTbefogT” 

J^or T . the foo<U^llocatiojx 
programme be summarily' Halted by 
Israel in those places which will wait 
for later phases of the withdrawal 
schedule before returning to Egyp- 
tian sovereignty. 

Witnessing one of the bi-monthly 
food-and-welfare cheque dis- 
tributions In Sinai is an adventure In 
sociology. Once every 80 days, 
welfare is distributed In 20 points 
throughout the desert. We observed 
the remarkable ritual on a hot 
Thursday recently, on the slopes of a 
. rocky knoll not far from the Santa 
Katarina Monastery. 

The Beduin flow in from all direc- 
tions — by camel or donkey, on foot 
or bicycle, or In Peugeot tenders. 

NOT ALL Beduin are below the 
poverty line, making them eligible 
for Israel welfare allowance — full 
or partial. But every Beduin — rich- 
er poor — may receive food rations. 
These are mostly American food sur- 
pluses provided through the auspices 
of 15 world relief organizations. 

The welfare cheques, which are 
provided by Israeli taxpayers, com- 
prise ah annual debit to the state 
budget of approximately IL2.fim. 
The maximum, or full -subsistence, 
payment is pegged at 40 per cent of 
the local (Northern Sinai) average 
wage. Thus, a Beduin family of four 
receives approximately IL910 per 
month, plus the regular food 
allowances. 

As he pulled out his orange welfare 
eligibility card, one of the Beduin 
confided to us: “Under the Egyp- 
tians we received food but no che- 
ques.” 

Soon he was standing in line, 
waiting his turn for the Arab clerk — 
an employee -of the Sinai military 
government — to check the data on 
his orange card against the com- 
puter printout list which is updated 
every 60 days. After some routine 
questions about additional children, 
earnings and, possibly, deatha.in the 
family since the last distribution, the 
client is handed Us cheque, also 
computer produced. 

This he endorses or, If he cannot 
write, smudges with a thumb inked 
on a stamp pad. Then It is over to a 
man sitting at a folding bridge table 
set up under the solitary palm tree. 
This table la really a branch of the 
Postal Bank. In return for his en- 
dorsed cheque, the Beduin welfare 
client walks away with a roll of 
banknotes bearing the likenesses of 
Theodor HerzL Chaim Welzmann 
and David Ben-Gurlon.

No orange card is needed to get the 
food allowance. Only an ID card Is 
shown to the clerk, also an Arab 
civilian employee of the Israel 
military government. Like the social 
worker, he checks .the ID data 
against a computer readout. He then 
hands the Beduin hook his ID card, 
and with It a batch of slips, each of a 
different colour. 

White Is for flour, blue for cooking 
oil, tan for rice, orange for sugar, 
yellow for soya meal, green for tea 
and lavender for powdered milk. 

THEN TO THE pickup queues, 
which are not long because the dis- 
tribution workers handle their jobs 
smoothly at their truckside stations. 
The flour is not weighed, but meted 
out by volume from a primitive 
shovel-like tin measuring cup. Cook- 
ing oil is poured from huge drums 
bearing the symbol of the U.S. Food 
for Peace programme Into the emp- - 
:ty plastic jugs or goatskin' 'botfKS' 


provided by the Beduin themselves. 

Mordechai Avitzur, Minister Katz’ 
aide for special duties, noted: 
“Besides the welfare cheques, we In- 
novated something else when we 
took over in Sinai- Under the Egyp- 
tians, the food distribution was 
managed by the local sheikhs. To 
say the least, this led to abuses; in 
fact, we were stunned to find huge 
stockpiles of undistributed food 
supplies in sheikhs' homes in 1967. 

“Under our computerized method 
of food distribution, the criteria are 
objective. A family receives food in 
quantities depending on the number 
of people in the family, their age, 
health status and other factors.” 

“There's more to this occasion 
than food and money,” chimed in 
Sgan Aluf Ram Peri, area military 
governor. “This bi-monthly meeting 
has become the major social event of 
Southern Sinai's Beduin. Here, 
business deals are sealed, tribal 
tales are exchanged and — if the 
chemistry is right — Beduin boy 
meets Beduin girl and, you know, 
things just happen as a result of 
rthesB'cfoleF.dayvr^ ' ' ~ 


Primitive or not. the Sinai Beduin 
listed with the Israel Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs receive 
the prescribed social welfare atten- 
tion. Ministry social workers make 
their rounds in the desert and are 
welcomed to the indigent families’ 
encampments where they sit In the 
tent and listen to problems and — 
hopefully — are able to offer 
solutions. 

At a meeting with a small group of 
reporters in his modest head- 
quarters office In El-Arlsh, the 
boyish-looking Commander of Sinai, 
Aluf Mlshne Moshe Dehan, said: 
“We shall hand over all facilities to 
the Egyptians in good condition. 
Every school, community centre or 
other building and institution will be 
functioning at transfer time. 

“After 12 years’ administration by 
Israel, the people of Sinai have no 
doubt learned that there Is no 
natural bar to Arabs and Jews living 
in harmony ta part of the world. 

And after we leave, -I want the Sinai 
folk to have fond memories of the 
time of their lives they lived under 
1 Israeli administration.*’ ' • "

Moss then made some amends 
by hitting 19. as the side went to 38 
for 4, with 40 of their allotted 80 overs

At the start of the match — one of 
six first-round fixtures inaugurating 
the 14-natlon competition — the U.S. 
struggled against the accurate fast 
attack of Kanpol and_Nlsslm 
Reuben. As the U.S. slumped to 31 
for 6, the Israelis appeared in total 
command. However, their fielders 
then dropped two difficult chances, 
and the American batsmen took ad- 
vantage of these lapses to stage a 
fine recovery. 

Israel's main wicket-takers were 
medium-pacer Reuben (Nissim's 
younger brother) with 4 for 97, and 
new cap Michael Jacob, who sen- 
sationally captured three wickets in 
an 'over with his leg-spinners. Jacob 


was 8 for 27 in his first international 
appearance.

DEATH SENTENCE 


State of Israel until .1954, when 
capital punishment for murder was 
abolished. The Defence (Emergen- 
cy) Regulations, however, were not 
repealed. They, together with the 
clause providing for the death 
sentence, remain in force until this 
day. 

IN 1950, the Knesset passed the 
Genocide Law, muiring - certain acts 
“committed with the intention of 
destroying in whole or in part a 
national,' ethical, racial or religious 
group” punishable with death. 
Under the 'Nazis and Nasi 
.Collaborators (Punishment) Law, 
enacted that same year, the death 
sentence was extended to murder of 
persecuted persons committed dur- 
ing, the Nazi regime; and for crimes 
against the Jewish people and 
against' humanity, committed .during 
the Nazi regime. It was under this 
latter law that the one and only death 
sentence — against Adolf Btehmann 
— - was handed down and carried out. 

When the death penalty tor 
murder was abolished in 19M, the 
crime of murder of persecuted per- 
sons during the Nad regime was 
expressly excluded. Furthermore, in 
1955 the death sentence was In- 
troduced for treason during armed 
hostilities on the part of soldiers, and 
in 1997 for treason during armed 
hostilities on the part of civilians.

JERUSALEM SYMPHONY 

ORCHESTRA: Gary Bertini, conductor; 
Shoahana Bndlokov, piano; Mira Zokai, 
alio (Bbtyenel Ha’ooma, May to). Mark 
Xopytman: “Botmtlona": Prokofiev: 
Plano Concerto No. 3 in C, Op. 2t; 
Beethoven: Symphony NoJ In E Flat, Op.

THERE WAS aoznethlng for 
everyone In the programme: a 
much-loved masterpiece, one of the 
finest 20th century concertos and a 
brand-new work commissioned to 
celebrate the 50th anniversary of the 
first Rotary club in Israel. 

Mark Kopytman produced an Im- 
pressive work in his "Rotations," 
and if all of it had been as fine as the 
second half, one might be tempted to 
call it a major work. In the beginning 
there was so much overdoing of per- 
cussional novelties and shrieking 
brass that the violins were more 
often seen than heard (at least where 
I sat). 

Yet when all this settled down, 
the composer introduced some 
beautiful passages for strings, and a 
blend of instruments that turned it 
into a "jubilee" composition. 

A climax of trombones led into the 
second b«if and an ecstatic mood 
that did not need to resort to 
loudness. The stri ngs had unusually 
lovely textures. Then a boy’s voice 
saying (in Hebrew) “Love thy 
neighbour as thyself" several times 
over made a startling prelude to a 
seductive alto vocalise, sung with 
splendid exaltation by Mira Zafca i. 
But why was her strong voice 
amplified? 

Shoshana Rudlakov brought power 
and polish to Prokofiev’s piano con- 
certo. She knew when to be per- 
cussive and when to let her fingers 
sing. Yet the general impression she 
conveyed was more of mastery than 
involvement. Prokofiev even in con- 
certos "spoke" more deeply than the 
scintillating surface of gllssandoa 
might suggest. The orchestra, under 
Gary Bertmi's admirable direction, 
showed more of this poetic feeling, 
its graciousness and thoughtfulness, 
thaw did the pianist. Nevertheless 
she gave a glittering performance. 

Beethoven’s “Eroica" is so well 
known that a conductor naturally 
tries to find a new approach. Gary 
Bertini started off the first move- 
meat at a snapping pace, and though 
he held It on course tautly, his excess 
of drive reduced its weight and even 
some of its grandeur. Also, his use of 
rubato in the "Funeral March" 
created a sentimental overlay surely 
more appropriate to Tchaikovsky 
than Beethoven, me acnerro. 
however was mobile with essential 
vivaciousness and in the finale, con- 
ductor and orchestra made so much 
of the variations that one could have 
wished the long symphony to have 
lasted longer.

The fact is, however, that even when 
the death sentence for murder 
remained on the statute book, and 
even though, after its abolition, the 
death penalty could still be invoked 
for offences against the security of 
the state and against the Jewish peo- 
ple. as such, it was never im- 
plemented in Israel, save in the case 
of Efchmann; and in order to carry 


out his death- sentence a hangman 
had to be specially imported. 

Then in 1987. after the Six Day 
War, under a proclamation made by 
the military government, in accor- 
dance with the Geneva Convention, a 
Security Regulation applicable to 
the territories of the West Bank was 
issued. This ' Security Regulation, 
which is very similar to the Defence 
(Emergency) Regulation operative 
in Israel, also contains a clause to 
th e ef fect that the illegal use awn 
carrying of arms is punishable with 
death. 

But since the death sentence had 
never been implemented, or even 
requested, in Israel (save for the 
Eicfamann case), the government 
decided at the time that it would not 
be mete to apply it in the West R«nit 
either. As it is not the practice of the 
military courts, or of the civ ilian 
courts to hand down death sentences 
unless expressly asked for by the 
prosecution, and as the prosecutors 
would not ask for the death sentence 
without the consent of the military 
advocate general and the attorney, 
general, the government informed 
the attorney general (and 
presumably also the military ad- 
vocate general) of its attitude and 
asked him to take this Into account 

Under English constitution law. 
which has guided constitutional 
practice in Israel till now, it is 


perfectly legitimate for the attorney 
general, although formally indepen- 
dent of the government, to take 
notice of the wishes of the govern- 
ment on sensitive political Issues. In 
consequence, the death sentence was 
not asked for, for acts of terrorism 
against Israel In the West Bank or 
even in the case of such extreme acts 
of terrorism as the - cold-blooded 
murder of passengers at the Ben- 
Gurion Airport by the Japanese IGozo 
Okamoto. 

TWO WEEKS AGO, after the 
murder of a Nahariya resident and 
his daughter by Arab terrorists, the 
present government decided that it 
was no longer politically expedient 
to refrain in principle from asking 
for the death sentence for terrorists. 

They consequently decided to 
withdraw the existing political 
directive to the attorney general and 
leave it to his sole discretion whether 
to ask for the death sentence against 
terrorists or not. This, too. is perfect- 
ly legitimate, and the position now is 
that the attorney general will con- 
sider each case of a murderous 
terrorist assault on its merits and 
decide according to the cir- 
cumstances (including, undoubted- 
ly, the political climate of the mo- 
ment) whether the death sentence 
should be demanded or not. The final 
decision, however, will lie with the 
courts which do not have to accede 
automatically to the demand for a 
death sentence. 

In conclusion, what should be 
clearly understood is that the death 
penalty Is not being Introduced for 
the first time by the present govern- 
ment. It has existed for various 
crimes since the beginning of the 
state, but has merely not been im- 
plemented. Whether it will be Im- 
plemented in the future or not is still 
a moot point, depending on the per- 
sonal predilections of the attorney 
general and the Judges of Israel.

(Control of Building) 1979 

Under powers granted me by Sections 5 and 15 of the Commodities and Services (Control) Law, 
i957*, I order as follows: 

Definitions l. in this order — 

“the Minister" means the Minister ot Construction and Housing 

"construction” means every action to erect a building, lay foundations of & building, including 
excavation for construction, or tbe enlargement of the area of a building 
"rood surfacing" means earth work and road surfacing 

“building” means any structure, whether built of stone or concrete, adobe, iron, wood or any

."security buUding" means a building, at least 90% of tbe floor area of which will be used for 
’ “ national security purposes 

"Industrial building" means a building at least 90% of the floor apace of which will be used for

"agricultural building" means a building, at least 90% of the floor space of which will be used 
for the purposes of agricultural production 

"residential building" means a building, at least 90% of which is intended for residential 
apartments. 

‘ "educational building*' means a building intended for a kindergarten, primary school. Junior 
high school or secondary school, under the supervision of the Ministry of Education and Culture 
“medical buUding" means an a d ditio n to an existing hospital, the addition having been ap- 
proved by the Minister of Construction and Hntsdng and the Minister of Health as emergency 
construction for medical purposes ■ 

“permitted bunding*' mean any of the following: 

a residential buUding, a security bunding, on agricultural building, an Industrial buUding, an 
educational buUding approved by the Minister of Education and Culture os required for use in 
the school year 5741 or 5742. a medical buUding. and a building tbe floor area of which does not 
exceed 150 aq.m. 

Prohibition 2. No one may start road surfacing or construction of any buUding which is not a permitted 

or starting building, shall not commission another to start construction, and shall not act as a contractor to 

construction start construction, except in accordance with a permit issued by the Commission. 

Construction 3. The provisions of this order also apply to construction and road sur f aci n g for which a permit 

prohibited has been issued under the Planning and BuUding Law 1965* (hereunder the Planning and 

even if Building Law) . 
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4. (a) A person who, before thla order came Into effect, started construction of a buUding which 
la not a permitted buUding and la not an educational building, and who has not completed the 
work up to ground level prior to the order coming into effect, shall not continue with the con- 
struction, ff hn lT not commission someone else to continue with the construction, and shall not act 
aa a contractor to continue tbe construction, except in order to complete tbe excavation work 
and other building work at the excavation site, up to ground level only. 

(b) Construction which has been suspended under Subsection (a) above shall not be continued 
after this order comes into effect, except with the permission of the Commission. 

, (c) The Commission may prohibit the continuation of road surfacing which was started before 
this order comes into effect, or the continuation of the construction of a building which Is not a 
permitted building and which is not an educational building, the construction of which was com- 
pleted up to ground level, before tills order came into effect. The Ooxumission may also prohibit 
the continuation c t such said construction for specie] reasons, even if the work has not been com- 
pleted up to ground level. 

5. (a) Tbe setting up of a Commission of Experts is hereby authorized. 

(b) The Commission will .be composed of representatives of the Minister of Finance, the 
Minister of Construction and Housing, the Minister of Justice, the Minister of the Interior and 
the Minister of Transport. When tbe Commission is considering a matter in the field of educa- 
tion. a representative of the Minister of Education will be co-opted to the Commission; when a 
nuater of tourism Is being considered, a representative of the Minister of Industry. Trade and 
Tourism will be co-opted. Tbe Commission may appoint one or more subcommittees, composed 
of one or more of the Commission's members, and delegate to such subcommittee its authority, 
in part or in whole, for the whole or part of the territory of the State. 

(e) Tbe Minister of Finance. In consultation with the Minister of Construction and Housing, will 
appoint the chairman of tbe Commission. 

6 . A person who wishes to request a permit under Sections 2 or 4 should apply in writing to the 
Commission of Experts, Ministry of Construction and Housing. 28 Rehov Hfllel. Jerusalem. 

7. (a) The Commissi on may grant a permit for road surfacing or construction, If such a permit is 
requested by a person who has received a permit under the Planning and BuUding Law, or the 
Commission may grant such a permit at its own initiative. The Commission may also prohibit 
the road surfacing or construction in accordance with Section 4 ic) : It may make the permit sub- 
ject to conditions or Include conditions in tbe permit, or refuse to grant the permit. 

(b) Before prohibiting or refusing to grant a permit for road surfacing or construction, the Com- 
mission will invite the applicant (who has a permit issued under the Planning and BuUding Law) 
to state his cose. 

S. (a) In deciding on the grant or refusal of a permit or the prohibition of road surfacing or eon- 
struction under Section 7, the Commission will base its decision on a consideration Of the follow- 
ing factors: 

(1) The extent to which the road surfacing or construction will serve the essential good of the 
public and the economy 

(2) Hie manpower, equipment or buUding materials situation in the economy 
(8) The place where the road surfacing or construction is to be carried out 

9. (a) A person who regards himself as misused as a result of the Commission's decision may 
lodge an appeal within 15 days of the issue of the decision. Appeals should be placed before the 
Appeals Committee, which will be composed of tbe Dircctor-GcncraJ of the Ministries of 
Finance, Construction and Housing, Transport, Justice and the interior (hereunder the Appeal* 
Committee). The Director-General of the Ministry of Construction and Housing will be the 
Qi airman. 

(b) Appeals must be submitted In writing to the office of the Dlreetor-Gcneral of the Ministry of 
Construction and Housing, 28 Rehov Hlllel, Jerusalem. 

(o) A decision of tbe Commission will be valid until it is -overturned by a decision of the Appeals 
Committee. 

(d) Decisions of tbe Appeals Committee will be given in writing. 

30. The Instructions in this order are to be applied, in Addition to all laws. 

11. The instructions of this order will not apply to rehabilitation housing estates (In (he context of 
the project to rehabilitate housing estates) or to the arUlcmcnte nn«< neighbourhoods listed In the 
addendum. 

12. This order will be in force until May 33. 3980.

Over IL700m. was bagged by thieves 

Thefts up 11% in 1978

TEL AVIV. — Although the 
"average” theft in 1978 wan only 
EiW.OOO, ten caaes were classified as 
involving more than IT An. each ac- 
cording to information released by 
the insurance companies. There, 
were 43.658 thefts (house breakings, 
burglaries, etc.) last year, an in- 
crease of II per cent over 1877. 

The biggest theft was that of a fur 
store in Tel Aviv, from which thieves 
lifted furs valued at XL8.750.000. The 
second-biggest, of XL3 ,100,000, was of 
diamonds taken from the coat 
pockets of a merchant In Jerusalem. 

Although the furs might have 
been heavy, and the diamonds light, 
In the third -biggest robbery the 
thieves broke open a container in the 
Greater Tel Aviv area and made oft 
with 17 tons of coffee. Evidently 
weary of their efforts, (If It was the 
same gang), the next time they lifted 
diamonds valued at ILSm. from an 
apartment In Jerusalem. In another 
robbery a gang made off with 
diamonds and cash from a diamond 


ppHuhing plant in Ramai Gan for a 
total value of 3L3Am. 

Another five thefts were of IL2m. 
each. 

They were of electronic com- 
ponents from a warehouse in the Tel 
Aviv area; of whiskey, cloth, and 
sporting equipment from a bonded 
warehouse in Bat Tam; diamonds 
from another polishing plant in 
R&mat Gan; gold Ingots and coins, 
«nd dollars from a warehouse In a 
basement In Jerusalem; and cash 
and diamonds tram a private apart- 
ment -in Ra'anasa. 

Lumping all 43,658 robberies 
together, the most sought after items 
were jewellery and cash. They make 
up about 25 per cent of the value of 
all thefts; followed by electric and 
electronic appliances, about 22 per 
cent of the value; followed by 
clothing and textiles, about 14 per 
cent. The rest was scattered. 

However, 'in another 6 ,203 cases, 
thieves broke Into flats or stores, 
found nothing worth stealing, and 
went away empty-handed. 

The total value of all thefts last 
year was IL706m. 


20 industrial states agree 
to cut down oil imports 


PARIS (UPI). — Warning that the 
world was heading Into a period of 
energy shortages. Industrialised 
nations Tuesday decided at a 
ministerial session to 
1 ‘immediately"' 'enforce oil import 
cuts and launch strenuous 
programmes of research of sub- 
stitute energy resources. 

Concluding a two-day session in 
Paris, energy ministers of the 20- 
mHnti International Energy Agency 
(EE A) warned that the Iranian 
emergency has thrown world oil 
markets out of balance and that 
“immediate and strong action is 
urgently needed." 

In a slowly enunciated additional 
warning at a news conference, U.S. 
Energy Secretary James 
Schleslnger said that If the free 
world failed to adjust to the rapidly 
dwindling oil supplies through sav- 
ing and development of new 
resources, its democratic society 
would be shaken by the worst 
economic and labour crisis since the 
great depression of the 1980s. 

Heeding the multiple doomsday 
warnings, the ministers announced 
that they will “take Immediate and 
particular steps” to Implement their 
standing, three-month-old pledge to 
reduce their oil imports by 2 million 
barrels per day, or about 5 per cent 
of the USA area consumption. 

The ministers said that the cut- 
backs will be achieved through 
higher price tags-for both Industrial 
and private oQ users, voluntary say- 
ing tnvgramneaiiuiau h i ghw a y j 
speed limits and lower temperatures 
In homes anAMHcea’-*^ all -possibly' 
backed by mandatory actions if sim- 
ple prodding would fail. 

The ministers decided to try to 
save more oil for the cold winter 
months by cutting down steeply In- 
creased consumption of gasoline by 


tourists during the summer holiday 
season. . , 

The ministers "stressed the need 
for greater international cooperation 
in resolving world energy supply 
problems and the need for equitable 
distribution of available oil." This 
pledge was made at the request of 
some smaller, weaker IEA members 
who have been complaining of being 
crowded out In the current scramble 
for oil on the world market. 

For the time being, however, the 
ministers brushed aside a request by 
Sweden to put Into effect the oil- 
sharing IEA mechanism to over- 
come Its current shortfall. The ma- 
jority of delegates felt Sweden 
should easily find the estimated 80,- 
000 tons of oil it says It lacks a day 
and that a highly-publicised un- 
leashing of the oil-sharing device 
would spark a fresh panicky buying 
of oil on the free market where 
prices already are twice as high M 
prices posted by the oil cartel, the 
Organisation of Petroleum Expor- 
ting Countries (OPEC) .

:LAST YEAR the government decide 
ed to increase the rate of Interest on 
.directed’ loans, in order to reduce 
subsidisation through cheap loans. 
At the same time, however, the 
government extended the period of 
the loans, so that in fact the element 
of subsidy in the loans, remains the 
same. This is revealed In a Bank of 
Israel report to be published next 
week. All the loans were to Industry. 

The Bank of Israel recommends 
that all directed loans should, have a 
“floating rate of Interest," which 
would reflect the development of in- 
flation. 

GOVERNMENT COMPANIES paid

in fiscal 1977/78. TMs la about 98 per 
cent more than In the year before, it 
emerges from the annual report sub- 
mitted to Finance Minister Slmha 
Ehrlich by the director of the 
government Companies Authority.

Agriculture Ministry. _ 

At a press conference here yester- 
day Emanuel ’ 'Frledlander, the 
secretary general of the Farmers 
Union (Brad Haklai — an indepen- 
dent farmers’ organisation), claim- 
ed that the veteran farmers he 
represented were actually the o nes 
who introduced modern poultry far- 
ming to Israel to the 1980s. “Now 
that these farmers are to their six- 
ties and seventies, they are forced by 
the government to discontinue their 
work In this branch," he said. 

- He charges that the government is 
giving hill region formers preferen- 
tial treatment .All farmers have to 
sell their eggs at a loss, now. But 
farmers In the hill areas are being 
compensated by the government for 
their losses. 

Frledlander also quoted from the 
recent Comptroller's Report to show 
that coastal area farmers produce 
less than their quotas, while, the hill 
region farmers are overproducing — 
and thus causing the glut in the 
market. 

Frledlander believes that if the 
government cracked down on over- 
producers, then both the hill region 
and coastal- :Tegion fanners could 
make a decent living. The fanners

Aviation head says Israel charters legal

TEL AVIV. — "MaoTs European 
charters, operated by its Charter No. 
1 subsidiary, are conducted in accor- 
dance with Israel's charter 
regulations," Naftali Ben- Yehuda, 
head of the civil aviation administra- 
tion, declared this week. “Accor- 
dlngly, there is no jre&son to 
withdrawMaof s operatinglicence." 

The charters (to Germany and the 
United Kingdom), the first ever 
from Israel; were challenged by the 
foreign airlines operating in Israel. 
They claimed that due to the type of 


accommodation offered travellers 
their operation waa not legal. The 
charters offer lodging in one-star 
hotels; hostels and private homes. 
''Israeli regulations for charter 
flights specify that accommodation 
“Includes a stay In a boarding house, 
hostel, guest house, rest home, or 
similar, providing lodging for 
remuneration for five or more per- 
sons within a 24-honr period." 

Well-informed sources in aviation 
said the foreign airlines do not Intend 
to accept Ben- Yehuda' a interpreta- 
tion of the charter regula ti o n s and 
will attempt to seek legal loopholes.

Court appeal saves Zim millions 
in retroactive car allowance

HAIFA. — The National Labour 
Court on Tuesday reversed a deci- 
sion by the Haifa District Labour 
Court, according to which Zim had to 
pay Its staff monthly car allowances 
at preferred rates, without any 
obligation on the part of the staffers 
to record their trips. 

The decision, handed down by the 
president of the National Court, 
Judge Zvi Bar-Niv, presiding aver a. 
five-man bench, obliges staffers to 
record each trip if they want to 
qualify for the higher allowance, or 
make do with the lower rate If they 
refuse to record their journeys. The 
two rates were- fixed by the Civil Ser- 
vice for government employees. 

The two scales were introduced as 
a result of the Income Tax Reform of 
July 1975. Zim for some time con- 
tinued paying the higher allowance 
. without demanding detailed records. 
But to April 1977, the management 
Informed the staff of its decision' to 
bring the allowance in Hue with the 
Civil Service procedure. 

The staff objected . and asked, 
labour attorney Yisrael Gil to take 
Mm to court over the issu e. On e of 
the workers’ main arguments waa

The National Court accepted this 
argument and rejected the staffs 
claim. that Zim had not acted In a 
bona fide manner, noting that the 
government followed the same 
procedure. 

The court's decision will save 23m 
milli ons of pounds to back pay for 
car allowances to several hundred 
staff members.

REHOVOT. — Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer yesterday called 
on 105 graduating students of the 
Weizmann Institute here to con- 
tribute “not only to the advancement 
of science, hut also to closing the gap 
between Oriental and European 
Jews in this country." 

Hammer was speaking at a 
graduation ceremony In which 62 
students were awarded a Fh.D. and 
a further 43 gained M.Sc. degrees. 
Hammer said that 8 per cent of 
Israeli youngsters between the ages 


of 14 and 18, almost all from Oriental 
families, were “cut off” from the 
educational system, and that a 
further 600,000 adults, mainly from 
the same background, lacked a full 
elementary education. “Unless 
more is done to bring them into the 
mainstream of Israeli life, this 
alienation will go on from generation 
to generation," he warned. 

The minister also warned against 
the “dire consequences" of the grow- 
ing division between religious and 
secular Jews here.

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The peace of Jerusalem 


TODAY ISRAEL MARKS the twelfth anniversary of the begin- 
ning of a period of Jerusalem’s history the like of which Israel's 
and the Jewish people's capital have never before enjoyed. 

Twelve years have passed since divided Jerusalem was 
reunited by the Israel Defence Forces and, three weeks later, by 
an Act of the Knesset, following King Hussein's attack In June 
1967 on the Jewish part of the city and on UN headquarters. 
These years have been a period of unprecedented, total freedom 
of movement and worship throughout the city that is Jewry’s 
first and only Holy City, Christendom's third — after Rome and 
Bethlehem — and Islam’s third — after Mecca and Medina. 

Israel can only reject Arab, Moslem and even some Christian 
plaints about the Intolerability, to them, of Jerusalem’s present 
situation. It is intolerable only to those to whom the very idea of 
Jewish sovereignty In general and Jewish sovereignty over 
Jerusalem in particular are Intolerable. Those concerned about 
freedom of movement and worship and even with the freedom of 
the different faiths peaceably to conduct their denominational 
affairs can only celebrate the transfiguration of Jerusalem 
since the end of the Jordanian occupation on June 7, 1967. 

Egypt’s President Anwar Sadat therefore is not contributing 
to — but rather is hindering — the peace process to which he is 
partner, when he ominously says, as he did at Cairo's Ein 
Shams University on April 16: "Arabs and Moslems — and 
there are 800 million of them — will never accept Israeli 
sovereignty over Arab Jerusalem under any circumstances. We 
will never renounce our historical rights In Jerusalem." 

Jerusalem is no more "Arab" than, for example, Paris is as a 
result of having so many Arabs living there. If, by "historical 
rights," he means political rights — the Arabs gained such 
rights here by conquest and lost them by failed attempts to con- 
quer more. If he means the right of worship and free movement, 
he and all other Arabs and Moslems have been. In the past 12 
years, free to come here and move about as they please and to 
worship wherever they please. This Is In stark contrast to Jews 
who were not free to do so during 2,000 years of pagan, Christian 
or Moslem domination and to Christians who were not free to do 
so during nearly the same span of pagan and Moslem domina- 
tion. 

• Ironically, the civil and political rights of the Arab residents 
of Jerusalem — as opposed to Arab political "rights" over 
Jerusalem — have existed in any meaningful sense of the term 
only since the reunification of Jerusalem under Israeli 
democratic rule. There simply were no such rights under the 
feudal, oligarchic rule of the Hashemite monarchy which con- 
quered East Jerusalem in 1948. 

Neither were the prospects of peace In our region enhanced 
when, shortly after the peace treaty- was signed in Washington, 
Egyptian Deputy Prime Minister Hassan Tohamy threatened a 
march of a million Moslems on Jerusalem in order to "liberate" 
what he called "the Holy City of the Moslems." 

Finally, the peace process is by no means helped along by 
leaders and pundits In Western countries who see nothing wrong 
in Israel being spoken to In this manner by her new partner in 
peace. One can only suspect that it Is not the peace of Jerusalem 
that they have in mind, but something else altogether, 
something that does not involve a “just peace" at all, but reeks 
of ego and fuel tanks. 


Polarization in Canada 


THERE IS nothing more natural in democratic politics than an 
electorate deciding to oust a party — like Canada's liberals — 
that has held power for 16 years; or to turn its back on a flam- 
boyant but autocratic leader — like Pterre-EHiot Trudeau — 
who has headed the Canadian federal government for the past 
11 years. 

Tuesday's federal election in Canada will, however. In all 
likelihood have deeper implications for that country than the 
mere replacement of the Liberals by the Progressive Conser- 
vatives and of the urbane Trudeau by political novice Joe Clark, 
as Premier. 

'Die distribution of the vote would seem to Indicate that 
English Canada voted overwhelmingly for the Progressive 
Conservatives while the Liberals lost a good part of their sup- 
port outside their traditional mainstay, French-speaking 
Quebec. 

The installation of a P-C cabinet in keeping with that party's 
tradition of staffing Its cabinets exclusively with Englishspeak- 
ing ministers would seem to bode ill for the prospects of con- 
tinuing to keep Canada united In the face of the challenge being 
mounted by the Quebec francophone separatists. 

Quebec Premier Rene Levesque's Party Quebecols provincial 
government has announced its intention of submitting the ques- 
tion of Quebec's fate to a provincial referendum during its term 
of office. 

The holding of such a referendum, whose exact phrasing can 
be expected to be tailored to the results desired by the framers, 
at a time that a P-C cabinet is in power in Ottawa cannot but 
have a polarizing effect on Canada’s politics, and on its future.

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U.S. FEARS OVER 
AUTONOMY TALKS 


Dry Bones 
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Two against one are tough odds for Israel to overcome m 
the autonomy negotiations which open at Beersheba 
tomorrow, writes The Post’s Washington Correspondent, 
WOLF BLJTZER. 
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U.s. OFFICIALS are concerned 
about the Palestinian autonomy 
negotiations that open tomorrow at 
Beersheba. 

Publicly, U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance and other officials have 
played down the well-publicized 
differences between the Israeli and 
Egyptian interpretations of the 
Camp David framework. They have 
imtoted that negotiations always open 

with “maximum" positions. This Is 
to be expected. 

But privately, the Americana fear 
the worst. Israel’s tough attitude, as 
reflected In the officially leaked ver- 
sions of the cabinet’s negotiating 
guidelines, is a "retreat" from the 
principles of Camp David, according 
to U.S. officials. 

Their hope, how e ve r , is that this 
stance represents bargaining tactics 
more than rock-bottom principles. 
Otherwise, they see little way out. 


From Israel's standpoint, a major 
problem going into these 
negotiations is Cairo's differing in- 
terpretations on nearly all the sen- 
sitive matters involving the meaning 
of "full autonomy" for the 
Palestinians as envisaged at Camp 
David. In the triangular talks about 
to start, this represents a significant 
weakening of Israel's negotiating 
strength. Two against one are dif- 
ficult odds to overcome. 

Yet during the final stages of the 
peace treaty negotiations, Israel 
Itself agreed that the U.S. should be a 
“full partner" in these talks, even 
though no such U.S. role was fore- 
seen at Camp David. 

■ From the first moments that word 
of the 'Camp David framework ac- 
cords was announced on September 
17, the U.S. has not hidden the fact 
that It favours as broad a scope for 
autonomy as possible. But, knowing 


The ‘gimme’ 
mentality 


DURING the two weeks before the 
authorities plucked up the courage to 
evict demonstrating disabled per- 
sons from the Finance Ministry, the 
"Invalids" broke windows with one 
hand while holding out the other for 
help. 

Somehow, it never occurred to 
anyone to ask why people who have 
the ability to hold up traffic and to 
cause prop erty damage, don’t use 
their physical and mental capacities 
for something more constructive — 
like helping themselves. 

True, in a country where buying a 
car is almost as expensive as buying 
da apartment, those disabled per- 
sons for whom a car Is the only possi- 
ble means of mobility should receive 
assistance in the form of reduced 
taxes. It is also understandable that 
a person who la too disabled to do his 
or her own housework should have 
some homemaker services 
available. 

However, particularly In view of 
our' difficult economic situation, the 
philosophy should be, "First I'll try 
to help myself, and when I absolutely 
can't deal with the problem 
anymore, "I'll go to the 
government." 

Instead, the philosophy here Is, 
"First I’ll ask for help and then, if I 
have no choice, maybe I'll help 
myself.” ~ 


IN THE U.S.. proponents of better 
rehabilitation programmes have 
always won over legislators with the 
slogan "let's take the disabled off the 
relief rolls apd put them on the tax- 
payer rolls." Here, disabled persons 
lobby for tax exemptions, and there 
are certain groups of handicapped 
persons who pay no income tax at all 
no ‘matter how much they earn. 

The disabled demonstrators said 
over and ovej again that their prin- 
cipal demand is for their rights to he 
set down in a law. They don’t talk 
about the right to equal education, or 
employment in accordance with 
their abilities, or the right to be 
accepted In society as equala. The 
"rights" for which they broke win- 
dows and jammed traffic are all 
handouts in one form or another. 

Unfortunately, this mentality of 
"it's coming to me" is not limited to 
the handicapped. Our enthusiasm 
for statehood has turned all of us into 
passive citizens who expect "them" 
— the government, the city, " the 
Jewish Agency — to solve our 
problems for us. 

Perhaps if all of us would use our 
hands to solve our own problems, 
before we hold them out for help 
from the public treasury, we could 
cure some of our economic and 
social Ills.

DURING THE early stages of the 
forthcoming talks, the U.S. will not 
put forward ita own propoaala, 
preferring to wait and see whether 
any substantial narrowing of the 
Israeli Egyptian differences can 
be thrashed out around the table. 

But that does not mean that ‘the 
American negotiators win remain 
silent during these earl y talks . Since 
the Americans were present when 
the original framework wu devised 
at Camp David, they win certainly 
be called on -to offer their views on 
several of the crucial issues. 

In preparing for the talks, the 
Americans went over all the 
legislative history of the various 
clauses in the framework, fearing 
that Israel, and to a lesser degree, 
Egypt, may he trying to back out of 
what they regard as earlier com- 
mitments. 

Perhaps the most significant 
diffe rence between Washington (and 
Cairo) and Jerusalem involves the 
nature of "full. autonomy." 

"You can't divide the. lftpd from 
the people who live on it," one senior - 
U.S. policy-maker said. 

At the same time, the UA. rejects 
the Israeli view that the military 
government will remain the source 
of law and authority, on the West 
Bank arid Gaza. 


CAtfT [..B6SIU.SALAT 
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UJ3. OFFICIALS, in rejecting the 
Israeli interpretation of autonomy, 
suggest that interested parties re- 
read the Camp David accords. TO 
them, the words are clear. 

"In order to provide full autonomy 
to the Inhabitants," the agreement 
states, "under these arra n gements 
the Israeli military government and 
Its civilian administration will be 
withdrawn as soon as a self- 
governing authority has been freely 
elected by the inhabitants of these 
areas to replace the existing 
military government.” 

This means, accordlng.to U.S. of- 
ficials, that' authority an the West 
Bank and Gaza wfll pass from the 
military government to the new "ad- 
ministrative council," which will in- 
deed have the abflty to make lows. 


The 'use of the word "governing," 
one aburce in Washington said, 
suggests the ability to pass legisla- 
tion: 

The Camp David framework 
specifically noted that the new 
arrangements “should give due con- 
sideration... to the principle of 
self-government by the Inhabitants of 
these territories." On the other ha- 
nd, the agreement said that "a 
withdrawal of Israeli armed farces 
will take place and there will be a 
redeployment of the remaining 
Israeli forces into specified security 
locations." 1 

In U.S. eyes, the stress In this 
latter clause should be on the word 
"security.” Washington believes 
that the remaining- Israeli troops 
should have only “security" — not 
legislative or governlng-or juridical 

— functions. These are to be the do- 
main of 'the Palestinian "self- 
governing authority,” a U.S. source 
soldi 

- Moreover, the Camp David agree- 
ment said "a strong local police 
fjorceVHl be constituted by the self- 
governing authority." The use of the 
wtfrd “constituted” proves that the 
So If -governing authority was, in fact, 
originally designed to have law- 
making ability, despite Israel’s 
current interpretations, a.. U.S. 
source said. 


THESE- FUNDAMENTAL 
differences will also have their im- 
pact when the parties get down, to 
discussing other sensitive issues. 


such as the control of the state- 
owned land and the water sources. 

Israel’s position Is that the 
military government should retain 
control. The Americans firmly dis- 
agree, insisting that the self- 
governing authority should deter- 
mine these matters during the five- 
year transitional period. 

All these differences do not mean 
that Israel and the U.S. have no com- 
mon points. There are several areas 
of agreement — the most important, 
from Israel’s standpoint, being the 
U.S. acceptance that Israel can re- 
tain Its military forces on the West 
Bank and Gaza beyond the five-year 
period. 

But even here, there 1s an Impor- 
tant . difference. Washington has 
never stated how much longer after 
the five years the troops can remain 
— a few weeks? a few months? a few 
years? or is it open-ended? 

Negotiations will proceed slowly 
during the early weeks, which are 
due to be completed In one year. But 
the Americans have not ruled out the 
possibility that some moderate West 
Bank and Gaza Palestinians maj 
join the process. 

Indeed, Washington has high 
hopes that some lnlluencial Gazans 
may participate at an early stage. 
But the Americans believe that the 
only way the talks can be widened 
will be for the Palestinians to see 
some progress, some hope. And that 
will- mean Israel having to move 
sway from its opening stance. 
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
